MAY GUEEN CROWNED

Coremonies In Connection With tie Event
at St Mary's Place, Providence

A MOST REALISTIC  TABLEAU

Given by a Number of Little Boys and
Girls — Statue Crowned by Litlle
Maurice Sullivan—Rev. N. J. Mec-
Manus Delivered an Eloquent Ad-

dress, During Which He Explained
the Meaning of the Ceremony.

The anoual cersmonies in connee-
tion with the coronation of the statue
of the Dlessed Virgin were held lust
night st 5t. Mary's place, Providence.
They were very intleresting and were
witnessed by several tiiousand persons,
massed in Willlum street in frout of
St Mary's place. It derives the nome
from the statve which is located be-
tween Holy Rosary chureh aud the
residence of Hev. N, J. MeMannus, the
pastor.

At 7.20 o'cloek a procession of the
children who participuted in the cere
monies, made its appearunce in its pas-
snge from the wsolool, where it
formed, to the statue. In the leud was
Master Frank Ball, baariug n tray our-
rying the wreath of May flowers to
crown the stutue, At his side was lit-
tle Mamie Sullivan, danghter of Doc-
ler J. J. Bullivan, who was geleoted to
plage the crown upon the Virgin's
head.

Then enma in columus of twos, boys
in knickerbockers and white waists to
ihe number of 100, warshalled by n
corps of fourteen boys, attired in piok
walsts, On the right breast of each
marshal wus ared cross and on his head
i turban of hight colored fabrie, simi-
lar to those worn by the crusaders,

Following in one continnons proces-
slon wers over 400 girls, dressed In
white with black saslivs, their ages
ranging from 7 to 10 yoars,

GROUPING THE CHILDREN.

The proeession marehed by tha status
nlong the wulks of the epacions grounds
and countermarched, the girls forming
around the statue in eirculsr tiera and
tha boys oconpying the main walk
from the street to the statnein single
file,

In the rear an organ was placad to
aecompany the ochildren in hymn aing-
ing, aod nround it ware gathered the
members of the Blessed Virgin's and
Angels' sodulities and the members of
the chiureh to assist in the singing.
Miss Aunie Bell was organist.

The combined chorus of the members
of the wsodalites, the choir, and the
children, forming one great choir of
five hundred voives, at precisely 7:00
began the chanting of the Litany of
Loratto,

It would be difficnlt to imagine a
more inepiring acene than the one pre-
s=nted, us the swelling of the notes of
the anthem rung forth on the coonl
evening air. The speotators ewayed in
unfson with the rising and falling of
the mighty chorns,

After the lnst note of the Litany
fuded wway, the boys nod girls in turn
rendered dialogues appropriate to the
ovcasion, Frior to the act of crowning
the statnte, a tablean representing the
Inst night of a dying mariyr was pro-
duged, It was to potray the agonies
of o dying soul, heunted by wvil spirits
wnd the splatary und speedily «fficu-
elous reault when the soul, besat by
demons, involed the intercession of
Mary.

THE TABLEAU DESCRIBED,

On a daiis set agninat the wall of the
chureh some distanes from the statue,
the tublean was given. Standing in
center of the platform, costutned to
represent a decrepit prisst, who in his
Inst night on earth was snpplicating
God to have mercy upon bim, was
Master John Moran.  Stephen Gavin,
aldo attired as u priest, aut uslesp ina
chair worn ont with atteadance upon
bis dying colleague,

Taking advantage of his companion’s
slumber, the aged mariyr, tormented
by evil apirite, arose from his bed and
begged God to spare bim the terrible
temptations. His prayer apparently
was refosed, and at that moment ap-
penred sround him seven demons to
sugment bis misery and ioveigle him
from the right path,

The visit of the spirits of darkness
liad nearly accomplished the purpose of
making the mariyr despair, when a
ruy of hope gleamed upon bis mind and
he awoke his sleeping companion, who
urged bim to renewed prayer,

Both kneeled and the spicits disap-
peared ; in their place when the prayer
wus floisbed, etood ten angels, who
enccored them with words of cliewr.
Then a deep silence fell upon the en-
tira assemblage, broken by the low
tones of the Ave Maria from behind
the statoe, The munsic of the hymn
deepened until 18 renchod tho piteh in
which the litany wassuny.  The mar-
tyr's stroggle was over und the angela
earried his aonl to hosven,

The work of those taking part in the
tablesu,although all of them are yonng,
was finished. Tho sisters demsrve
congratulations for the capable result
of their truining,

CROWNINUO OF THE STATUE.

A ladder was boisted to the top of
the etatne and Miss Sollivan sesisted
inclimbing to the snmmit where she
placed the wreath of May flowers,

The pastor, Rev, Father McMaaus,
then nddressed the peoplo, Ho re-
ferred In praiseworthy langungo to the
work of the ebildren and then drifted
in his disconrse to the meaalng of the
Ceremony,

Ho suld that as Amoricans wa just
celobrated the crowniog of the graves
of our patriotic dead; oo the Fourth of
July we do honor to onr Revolutionary
forefathers, and when we adoru Wush-
ington's alatnus we draw inapirution
that fite us to meet any requirement of
self sacrifice in onr devotion to our
country's welfare, All Christians be-
lieve in the Mother of Goa, and moth-
ing can be too good that fs
meant to honor her, Itis by no moans
idolatry no more than is the decoration
of soldiers’ graves or the tributes paid
to the memory of Wushington.

The united chorus sang the Te Deum,
ond the evening ceremonios were cons
claded. The grounds were brilliantly
illuminated with lights of varieguted
color.
